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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 2, 3, 5 - 8; 9; 10 - 17; 18; 19 - 26; and 27 are allowed in view of the 
amendments filed by the Applicant on 3/10/2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Prior art taken either singly and/or in combination, does not teach or disclose a method as 
recited in independent claims 1 and 9, the computer readable medium as recited in independent 
claims 10 and 18, and the computer as recited in independent claims 19 and 27 with the 
following features: 

Claims 1, 9, 10, 19, and 27: 

Using a probe to collect a sample of profiling data to be compressed; and comparing the 
profiling data to sample profiling data to determine difference information; and determining 
whether the difference information is timestamp difference information or stack difference 
information, and responding to the difference information by encoding the difference 
information with reference to a set of commonly occurring difference values for the type of 
profiling data to be compressed, and then compressing the difference information in a way that 
the probe is independent of the type of profiling data to be compressed. 

The closest prior art is Andrews et al., U.S. Patent 6,108,027, which discloses 
determining difference information between a stored image and a transmitted still image and 
encodes the difference information with reference to commonly occurring difference values for 
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the image data, but does not disclose determining whether the difference information is 
timestamp difference information or stack difference information. 

Thus all remaining claims 2, 3, 5, 6 - 8; 1 1 - 17; and 20 - 26 are also allowed. Claim 4 
has been cancelled as requested by the Applicant.
